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THE BIG FREEZE

Kingston was this week paral¬ 
ysed by the heaviest snowfall in 
18 years. 

While adults relived their child¬ 
hood, larking around with snowballs 
and toboggans, and delighted chil¬ 
dren saw more of the white stuff 
than ever before, elsewhere the snow 
brought services dangerously close 
to meltdown. 

For those who pulled out the shov¬ 
el, put on their wellies and tried to 
make it in to work, the icy roads 
were treacherous, with many drivers 
forced to abandon their vehicles. 

By Tuesday morning, major roads 
had been cleared but side streets and 
residential roads were still covered 
in a deep blanket of snow. 

All but four of the borough’s 
schools were shut on Monday and all 
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of them on Tuesday. Pupils at 
Alexandra Infants School, Latch- 
mere School and St Luke’s Primary 
School in Kingston, as well as St 
Matthew’s C of E Primary School in 
Surbiton, were forced to sit inside for 
lessons while their neighbours made 
snow angels. 

Elsewhere, the snow meant waste 
and recycling was not collected, all 
council-run elderly day centres were 
closed and the Malden Centre and 
several car parks were shut. 

Kingston Council said its waste col¬ 
lection would start again on Wednes¬ 
day, running two days late but 


catching up over the weekend. 

Kingston Hospital managed to 
keep its accident and emergency and 
maternity services open but can¬ 
celled all but the most urgent opera¬ 
tions and warned potential patients, 
especially vulnerable people, to stay 
at home and keep warm. 

Hard-working staff put in extra ef¬ 
forts to keep critical services from 
grinding to a halt. 

The meals on wheels service to el¬ 
derly residents was run by a skeleton 
staff, with the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple prioritised. 

New Malden fire station was out of 
operation on Monday afternoon be¬ 
cause crew members were unable to 
make it into work. 

Although crews had no serious call 
outs, if a fire had broken out they 


would have been powerless to act be¬ 
cause only three of the five required 
staff were there. 

Firefighters on the overnight shift 
stayed on through Monday morning, 
but were forced to rest at 1pm so they 
could legally return to work in the 
evening. 

One firefighter said for a station to 
go “off the run” was very unusual 
and London Fire Brigade had emer¬ 
gency meetings to decide how to cope 
with the problem. He said: “There 
are usually enough personnel from 
other stations to help out but be¬ 
cause there was no public transport 
they couldn’t get there.” 

But despite the challenges, and the 
potential cost to the economy, resi¬ 
dents made the most of their day

The big freeze 


Chilling out as blizzards 


Hundreds of people flocked to 
Richmond Park to take advan¬ 
tage of the snow-covered 
scenery as schools and offices 
closed across south-west Lon¬ 
don. 

On Monday, the hill next to 
Kingston Gate was packed with 
amateur sledgers who used 
trays, chopping boards or boxes 
as makeshift toboggans. 

Lines of people queued in or¬ 
derly fashion, waiting to hurl 
themselves down the 100ft slope. 

Official BBC weather reports 
said the snowfall was the heavi¬ 
est in almost 20 years, with 
some areas covered in snow up 
to two feet deep. 

Peter Gordon, from Roehamp- 
ton, said: “It’s magical. I’ve 
never seen so many people in 
the park. It’s really a gift.” 

The snow started to fall on 
Sunday evening, leaving trans¬ 
port bosses with no choice but 
to cancel train and bus services, 
meaning thousands of local res¬ 
idents had to stay at home. 

Some determined passengers 
waited for hours at train sta¬ 
tions without any updates from 
rail staff before eventually 
trudging home. 

While scores of children took 
to the streets building snowmen 
and throwing snowballs at wary 
passers-by, snowball fights 
erupted as nimble youngsters 
took on their slower but more 
accurate elders. 

One Kingston resident, Josie 
Millard, said: “After all the 
doom and gloom of the past few 
months, I think this will give ev¬ 
eryone a real lift. Lots of snow 
and a free day off to spend with 
your kids. 

“I suppose many people could 
eventually get to work but it 
could snow even more today so 
how would they get home? ” 

And the fun did not stop with 
the traditional snowmen and 
snowball fights. The sheer vol¬ 
ume of snow meant that igloos, 
snails and even a snow family 
sitting reading on a picnic 
bench were moulded by more 
creative residents.

Businesses hit in the pocket 
after power cut shuts stores 


council tax increase 


Council tax in Kingston will rise 
by 3.2 per cent next year, equiva¬ 
lent to about £55 per household, it 
has been revealed. 

The Liberal Democrats’ draft 
budget, published last week, 
comes after Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson promised a freeze 
on his precept and urged councils 
to do the same. 

Councils around London, includ¬ 
ing Westminster, Hackney and 
Greenwich, have answered his 
plea, while Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham has pledged to reduce tax. 
Kingston, however, will not do the 
same. 

Leader of the opposition, Coun¬ 
cillor Howard Jones, said the 
council’s accounts were in a mess, 
and said: “It was always going to 
be the Rose Theatre that would 
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come back and bite them as a luxu¬ 
ry they really can’t afford in these 
depressing recessionary times.” 

But council leader Councillor 
Derek Osbourne stood by his deci¬ 
sion to fund the Rose, saying the 
rise was still below the council’s 
3.5 per cent target, despite the Rose 
adding about 0.7 per cent on its 
own. 

He insisted that cutting the tax, 
currently the highest in London, 
would be a false economy because 
council services are most in need 
when the economy is suffering. 

“There’s a lot of panic around 
London that we must drive down 
council tax because we don’t want 
to increase the financial burden 


on people. But the danger is that 
you cut more than you need to at 
the time when services are under 
the most demand,” he said. 

Money will be saved by making 
up to 25 redundancies, mostly 
from back office positions, and 
more IT will be used to replace 
staff. 

Other cuts include £159,000 on 
school inspectors and curriculum 
advisers and £80,000 from elderly 
daycare services. 

Kingston Council topped a 
league table the biggest rises in 
council tax anywhere in the coun¬ 
try last year. Its band D went up 
from £641 to £1,580, an increase of 
147 per cent between 1997 and 2007.

At least a dozen businesses in Sur¬ 
biton’s main shopping street were af¬ 
fected by a powercut last week, 
leaving many unable to open. 

Electricity was out in Victoria 
Road, affecting at least half the 
shops between Surbiton station and 
the junction with St Andrews Road 
on Friday, January 30. 

Staff at the Carphone Warehouse 
were locked out because the security 
shutters are electronically operated 
and the T-Mobile shop next door had 
some power, but the tills and comput¬ 
er systems were out of action. 


A staff member said: “This is Fri¬ 
day, one of our busiest days, espe¬ 
cially now that everyone has been 
paid. We had to turn away at least 
five people in the first few hours, 
which for a small store like us is a 
lot.” 

Banks in Victoria Road were badly 
affected. Halifax and Abbey closed 
completely and staff at Barclays 
struggled on with no heating. 

After several hours in the dark, 
power was believed to have been re¬ 
stored to all businesses by about 
2pm. 


Death from starvation of Down’s 
man ‘unlikely to happen again’ 


The death by starvation of a man with 
Down’s syndrome, who was left without 
a feeding tube for 26 days, is unlikely to 
happen again, Kingston Hospital’s new 
chairman has said. 

Christopher Smallwood, a former ad¬ 
viser to Barclays Bank, speaking to 
Kingston councillors at the health 
overview and scrutiny committee on 
Thursday, January 29, said: “I cannot 
say it will never happen, but it is unlike¬ 
ly. 


“We have done everything we can to 
change everything that contributed to 
that outcome.” 

The case of Martin Ryan, 43, who died 
on December 21, 2005, is due to be ruled 
on by a health watchdog later this 
month, along with five others highlight¬ 
ed by charity Mencap in its 2007 report 
Death by Indifference.

Natural causes ruling 
over blood clot death

A Kingston woman who 
suffered a fatal blood clot 
in her heart while being 
treated at a high-security 
hospital in Gwent, Wales, 
died of natural causes, an 
inquest ruled on January 
28. 

Diane Susanne Renno had

asthma and diabetes. 

Her father, Steve Renno, 
told the inquest his daugh¬ 
ter appeared incoherent 
when he visited the hospi¬ 
tal days before her death, 
adding that he had con¬ 
cerns over her medication 
and time spent in bed. 

But Dr Philip Huckle, 
consultant psychiatrist and 
medical director at Lla¬ 
narth Court, said there was 
a care plan in place to ad¬ 
dress Miss Renno’s weight 
problems. 

Dr Huckle said she had 
complained of chest pains 
in April and August 2007, 
and had been taken to hos¬ 
pital with suspected pul¬ 
monary embolisms, but 
tests proved negative on 
both occasions. The jury 
returned a verdict of death 
by natural causes.

For more local events go to 

kingstonguardian.co.uk/events 


Sexual 

wrong

A Surbiton security guard died 
after a sexual fetish went 
wrong, an inquest heard last 
week. 

Ralph Santiago, 31, of Beres- 
ford Avenue, was found dead in 
a toilet cubicle wearing a wet¬ 
suit, Wellington boots and a gas 
mask on July 22, last year. 

His body was discovered by a 
colleague in an office block in 
Reading, where he had been 
working overnight for the first 
time. 

The inquest heard that he had 
printed information from a 
website explaining how inhal¬ 
ing “poppers” through a gas 
mask can cause sexual arousal. 

A toxicology report found 
that he had some alcohol in his 
system and Dr Sukhvinder 
Ghataura, who carried out the 
autopsy, said it was likely he 
died of cardio-respiratory ar¬ 
rest because his lungs were 
filled with blood. 

Berkshire coroner Peter Bed¬ 
ford recorded a verdict 
of death by misadventure, 
adding that it was a risky activ¬ 
ity that he was entitled to do in 
his own time, but which had 
gone tragically wrong. 

Mr Santiago was understood 
to have died just days after 
being best man at his friend Jag 
Khabi’s wedding. 


He had been living with Mr 
Khabi and his fiancee in a 
house in Beresford Avenue for 
about a year, and the couple 
were on their honeymoon when 
the accident happened. 

Next door neighbour Valerie 
Nourse expressed her shock at 
the cause of his death and paid 
tribute to Mr Santiago. 

She said: “He was a truly nice 
man. 

“He used to knock on my door 


to make sure I was all right 
after my husband died. 

“I can’t believe he has done 
that.” 

Mr Santiago is believed 
to have grown up in the 
Kingston area, going to Glyn 
Technology School in Ewell 
and Kingston University.

The international reputation 
of British universities could 
be harmed by rhetoric about 
the financial benefits of 
recruiting foreign students, 
according to a Kingston Uni¬ 
versity study. 

The report, commissioned 
for the think-tank Million+, 
found the perception of some 
UK student recruiting practis¬ 
es abroad was “far from posi¬ 
tive”, citing the example of 
UK universities in Sri Lanka 
driving up domestic course 
fees. 

One in five degrees awarded 
by British universities went to 
overseas students last year, 
while the number of UK-based 
students has virtually stalled, 
according to figures released 
by the Higher Education 
Statistics Agency. 

But the UK’s international 
higher education strategy is 
described as “unco-ordinated” 
in the Kingston University re¬ 
port, while a “lack of coher¬ 
ence” between government 
departments gives rise to 
“conflict between the policies 
of one Whitehall department 
and another”. 

The study, Universities and 
International Higher Educa¬ 
tion Partnerships, said coun¬ 
tries such as Australia, which 
has a single agency for inter¬ 
national educational activity, 
and Germany follow a more 
“co-ordinated and strategic” 
approach to policy.

Tamil school representatives join march 


Representatives from Kingston 
Tamil School joined tens of 
thousands of protesters march¬ 
ing through the capital on Jan¬ 
uary 31, to demand an end to 
fighting in Sri Lanka. 

More than 50,000 demonstra¬ 
tors banged drums and waved 
flags as they travelled along the 
north bank of the Thames to de¬ 


liver a petition to Gordon 
Brown’s office, urging the 
British government to persuade 
Sri Lanka to declare a ceasefire. 

Up to 250,000 civilians are 
thought to be trapped by fight¬ 
ing in the civil-war stricken 
country, according to the United 
Nations. 

The march follows a series of 


assaults by the Sri Lankan mili¬ 
tary into rebel Tamil Tiger-con- 
trolled territory in the north of 
the island in recent weeks. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman described the Lon¬ 
don protest as largely peaceful 
and good humoured, although 
there was one arrest for posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon.

1,000 signatories forces 
debate on waste charges

A petition calling on Kingston 
Council to scrap garden waste 
collection charges has been 
signed by 1,000 people, forcing 
the issue for debate. 

Gardeners are green with 
envy at many other boroughs, 
who charge smaller amounts, 
or nothing at all, compared with 
the £95-a-year charged in 
Kingston. 

Campaigner Daniel Goodger, 
said of the 70 local authorities 
he has contacted, Kingston had 
the highest charges, with the av¬ 
erage being £35-a-year. 

The council encourages peo¬ 
ple who do not wish to pay for 
the service to take their waste 
to Villiers Road recycling cen¬ 
tre, but Mr Goodger claimed the 
extra car journeys were bad for 
the environment. 

He said: “How can they find 
money for something like the 
Rose Theatre, but they can’t 
manage other things that might 
be more environmentally 
friendly and serve more peo¬ 
ple?” 

But council leader Derek Os¬ 
bourne stood by the council’s 
decision to charge. 

He said the cost increased this 
year because of the price of 
new bins, but is likely to drop by 
about £30 next year. 

The online petition at 
kingston.gov.uk closed on 
February 1 and the matter will 
be discussed at the full council 
meeting on February 12.

K-Link in plea for jobs 


Patients who were 
promised an independent 
watchdog “with teeth” will 
have to wait even longer to 
see any action. 

K-Link was launched in 
July, with an annual budget 
of £102,000, pledging to give 
patients a greater say in 
health and social care.

Hospital lacks midwives 


Kingston Hospital still has too 
few midwives, despite making 
improvements since a critical 
report into its maternity de¬ 
partment last year. 

At the moment there is one 
nurse for every 34 patients, a 
massive improvement from 18 
months ago, when the ratio 
was as high as one to 43. 

The Government has an in¬ 
formal target that each mid¬ 
wife be allocated to no more 
than 32 expectant mothers. 


Lynn Smith, head of mid¬ 
wifery, said: “We are still 
under what would be normal¬ 
ly recognised as a desirable 
amount of midwives.” 

The hospital wants to intro¬ 
duce a team of midwives who 
would see a woman through 
her birth from antenatal to 
postnatal with one home visit.

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Sudden and unexpected death: Neil Desai 

Death of 22-year-old 
was a ‘freak tragedy’ 


A New Malden man who died on 
his 22nd birthday, while on holi¬ 
day, died of natural causes, West¬ 
minster Coroner’s Court heard on 
Tuesday, January 27. 

Former Tiffin School and 
Coombe Hill Infants pupil Neil 
Desai, was a victim of Sudden 
Adult Death Syndrome (Sads). 

Mr Desai, of Burghley Avenue, 
went to study law at Nottingham 
University after gaining straight A 
grade GCSEs and A-levels. 

The high-flying student had been 
voted sports personality of the 
year by his peers and was a talent¬ 
ed cricketer and national squash 
player, ranked 269th in the world. 

The court heard Mr Desai had 
flown to Malaga with his girl¬ 
friend, Emma Hine, a fellow law

student at Nottingham University, 
on September 4,2008. 

Ms Hine was woken during the 
early hours of the morning by Neil 
crying out. 

She thought he was having a 
nightmare but he collapsed and 
stopped breathing. Attempts to re¬ 
suscitate him failed and he was 
pronounced dead shortly after¬ 
wards. 

A postmortem examination 
showed Mr Desai, who had already 
completed internships at four out 
of the five top rated law firms in 
London, had no alcohol or drugs in 
his system when he died. 

Coroner Dr Paul Knapman 


recorded a verdict of death by nat¬ 
ural causes. 

Paying tribute to Mr Desai, his 
brother Samir, 25, said outside 
court that Neil’s death was a 
“freak tragedy”. 

“His friends described him as in¬ 
spirational. He was a friendly, like¬ 
able guy who had ambitions to be a 
barrister,” he said. 

“He was really friendly, really 
outgoing and would talk to anyone 
about anything.” 

The family have also set up a 
foundation in Neil’s name to raise 
money for Cry and Street Child 
Africa.

I thought you should know 
some facts regarding “vouch¬ 
ers” for payment of costs in¬ 
curred for attending 
interviews, as an unem¬ 
ployed person on job seeker’s 
allowance (JSA). 

First and foremost, is that 
the Department of Work and 
Pensions does not trumpet 
the fact that this scheme is 
available - it certainly didn’t 
tell me. 

Having read the letter I con¬ 
tacted Kingston Jobcentre 
plus to inquire as to how this 
works, as I have an interview 
in London. 

After giving them the de¬ 
tails I was told that, as my 
journey to the interview 
would not exceed an hour I 
would not qualify for any re¬ 
fund of fares. When you sign 
up to JSA you have to agree 
to be prepared to travel for at 
least an hour to seek work. 

You need to see an adviser 
at JobcentrePlus who decides 
if payment will be made 

Payment is not made in ret¬ 
rospect of any interviews at¬ 
tended before you met with 
the adviser. 

I would ask if he/she could 
live on £60.50 pw and find 
bus/train fares out of that. 
Luckily I have an Oyster card 
for the buses which I used on 
my first interview (in Rich¬ 
mond) so it cut costs in half. 

My interview on Tuesday 
means I have to go to Liver¬ 
pool Street so I will need a 
travel card, about £8. I am 
not bleating about the 
amount of money I get from 
the state but, as you can 
imagine, that puts a bit of a 
dent in the account, especial¬ 
ly if there isn’t a successful 
conclusion. 

As for the comment of the 
“truly committed”. I have 
sent off nearly 200 applica¬ 
tions in the past 10 months 
and my interview in Rich¬ 
mond was the first one I have 
had.

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Green shoots of recovery are appearing 


Local estate agents report 
upturn as buyers return

Realistic pricing and lower interest 
rates are enticing buyers back into 
the market. 

Your Move, which has branches in 
Kingston, Chessington and New 
Malden, reports its offices are doing 
more business than at any time in 
the past 12 months. 

Your Move’s Ian Roberts said: “Buy¬ 
ers are buying because prices are far 
lower. Last year’s buyers are coming 
to the end of a tenancy and seeing for 
sale flats they viewed a year ago now 
reduced by 20 per cent. They are buy¬ 
ing all the really cheap stock and get¬ 
ting a bargain in the process.” 

Locally, he says, agents seem to be 
seeing ‘the green shoots of recovery’. 
But he adds he would like to see 
building societies relax lending crite¬ 
ria to make it possible for more buy¬ 
ers to buy.

A 
buyer with five per cent of the price 
of a local flat has saved enough to 
show financial control and is not the 
potential toxic debtor that building 
societies need to avoid.”

The study, by researchers at 
Warwick and Hertfordshire Uni¬ 
versities, tracked the bullying 
experiences of children aged six to 
nine. 

It found that girls were less likely 
to participate in direct physical 
bullying, and being a female vic¬ 
tim of bullying apparently makes 
a child “highly visible” within 
their peer group. 

That can lead to them getting a 
reputation of being a victim - and 
once branded a victim, the tag is 
hard to shake off.

My first experience was 
when I was 18. [Tellison lead 
singer] Stephen took me there 
-1 remember thinking, ‘This 
place is pretty great’. It was the 
first record shop that had all 
the music I liked under one 
roof. It was also the first inde¬ 
pendent record store I had 
gone into where I had not felt 
intimidated or that I wasn’t 
cool enough. 


Tellison wouldn’t be any¬ 
where without Banquet and 
Gravity DIP, a small indie label 
that was run through the shop. 
They have put us on many 
times at the Peel and at New 
Slang.They released our first 
record and singles and have 
paid for many things we could¬ 
n’t pay for. They even paid for 
some of our early demos and 
allowed us to record an album 
that never saw the light of day. 



We played our album release 
show in the shop. It was on a 
hot day in September 2007 and 
the store was packed. About 
half way through the set, it was 
so hot in the room that 
Stephen passed out. I 
remember see him draped 
across the shop counter, 
pleading with me to stop. Jon 
Tolley pretended the fire 
brigade had to come to get 
everyone out of the shop. 


We will be playing four or five 
new songs. Our sound has 
matured, and we are a better 
band now, and this our biggest 
headline show. But we will still 
play a few of the old tunes, like 
Reader - that was one of the 
first songs we wrote and we 
used to play it at all our early 
Kingston gigs. 


We hope to put a new record 
out this year and have got a 
new member, Matt Roberts, on 
keyboards making his debut 
at the King’s College.This is 
the start of an exciting new 
chapter for the band.

Peugeot 308 SW SR is the business 

Economy is very much the buzzword 
right now and, while we’re all used to 
hearing it in the context of fuel used 
and emissions, it can relate to other 
aspects of motoring, too, writes 
Richard M Hammond. 

As drivers, we’re used to being 
spoiled with modern cars and their 
ever increasing lists of luxurious 
standard equipment. 

That means that every now and 
then it’s nice to be presented with a 
car that doesn’t simply try to cram 


in as much equipment as possible 
before it oversteps the reasonable 
price barrier, but instead crams in 
the kind of equipment that might 
actually be useful to specific users. 

Economising on some luxuries 
means the SR specification 308 
station wagon benefits from some 
useful additions that will place the 
model squarely in the sights of the 
business user. 

The SR specification model gets a 
neatly integrated Bluetooth phone 


system and a handy removable 
sat-nav with dedicated mounting 
point and power supply. 

For the business driver who needs 
a capable load carrier, but is likely to 
spend their time talking on the move 
and trying to find obscure buildings 
on gigantic trading estates this 
makes a lot of sense. And a capable 
load carrier the 308SW is. 

As well as boasting a wide boot 
door, it also features the added 
practicality of a separate glass 
hatch. Opening it independently 
requires less space and effort than 
opening the whole of the boot door. 

It may not seem like much, but it 
could make a lot of difference to 
those whose time is precious. 

Time spent on the road will not 
only be more productive thanks to 
the business-like Bluetooth and sat- 
nav editions, it’s also very comfort¬ 
able. While some manufacturers go 
for the ‘wrap around’ sports car 
effect in their cabins, Peugeot has 
opted for a more traditional set-up in 
the 307 SW that affords the front 
passengers a feeling of spaciousness. 

It’s easy to find a comfortable 
driving position, although the gear 


lever sits quite low in relation to the 
steer-ing wheel, meaning drivers with 
shorter arms may need to drop the 
wheel to its lowest position. 

At least that keeps it out of the way 
of the centre console; a neat affair 
that features a sensible ratio of 
buttons to menus. The gear change 
itself is robust and accurate with a 
short throw, while the pedals are 
weighted well and the brakes very 
sharp. Making good use of Peugeot’s 
impressively efficient diesel FAP 
engines, the 1.6-litre HDi model is 
eager and frugal. Torque feels 
plentiful low down in the rev range, 
meaning the model is happy to make 
steady progress at low rpm. 

The six-speed gearbox means it 
continues to rev at a sensible level 
on the motorway while, around 
town, the decent torque output 
means fewer gear changes and 
reasonably swift throttle response. 

There’s a springy feel to the ride 
quality, which is far from unpleasant 
and ensures the 308 corners with a 
degree of enthusiasm, although you 
couldn’t call it sporty. In fact, it 
almost feels as if the suspension is 
pre-empting load carrying duties,

to thwarting car thieves 

Safeguard yourself and your vehicle 



Car keys are set to be one of 
the most sought after items 
for criminals in 2009. 

A new study reveals that 90 
per cent of high value car 
thefts in 2008 involved the use 
of the original keys to steal 
the car. 

Nine in 10 of these thefts 
also involved the keys being 
stolen directly from the owner 
or their home. 

The car industry’s use of 
immobilisers and factory- 
fitted security may be cutting 
the absolute number of cars 
stolen, but an analysis of 
1.3 million policyholders’ 
claims during 2008 by esure 
car insurance shows that 
this may have led to an 
increased risk to individuals 
and their homes as they 
become the subjects of car key 
crime. 

According to esure’s figures, 
81 per cent of all high-value 
car theft occurred as a result 
of criminals acquiring stolen 
car keys through burglaries 
from the policyholders’ 
homes, carjackings or 
assaults. 

The remaining nine per cent 
involved either the theft of 
keys from gym lockers, ‘owner 
close by’ thefts where cars are 
stolen with the keys in the 
ignition but the owner is close 
by (ie petrol stations and 
newsagents), or the unautho¬ 
rised taking of keys by family 
members. 

Gordon Hannah, head of 
claims at esure car insurance, 
said: “It is especially alarming 
that thieves who used to 
target cars directly are now 
resorting to the much more 


sinister crime of seizing keys 
directly from the owners or 
their homes by forcible 
means. 

“Hot wiring a car has 
largely become a thing of the 
past, but while improved 
security is cutting the overall 
number of car thefts, it is also 
shifting the threat to individu¬ 
als. This is why it’s essential 
never to flaunt car keys and to 
keep them secured and out of 
reach of criminal hands at 
home or when out and about.” 

Esure tips on avoiding car 
key theft include: 

• Never leave your car keys 
visible in your hallway: It is 
too easy for a thief to see them 
through the letterbox and 
then decide to break in or use 


a ‘hook and cane’. 

• Never leave your keys in 
the ignition when buying 
petrol, opening the boot or 
popping into a shop. An oppor¬ 
tunistic thief can easily drive 
an unlocked car away so long 
as the keys are there. 

• Never hang up your jacket 
with the car keys in it. Keep 
them on your person and out 
of view at all times - whether 
you’re at work or in a public 
place. 

• Be careful with your car 
keys at the gym. Thieves have 
been known to follow car 
owners into a gym and then 
target their locker. Hand 
them to a member of staff, use 
a gym with CCTV, or just keep 
them with you at all times 


rather than in your locker. 
Consider a neck chain, put 
them in a zipped pocket, or 
buy a waterproof case for 
them if you’re using the 
swimming pool. 

• During winter months, 
never leave a car engine run¬ 
ning to ‘defrost”it. This is one 
of the most common causes of 
car theft using the original 
keys. 

• If you have a garage use it. 
Consider clearing out your 
garage to use for your vehicle 
rather than storage space to 
draw less attention to your car 
from passing thieves. 

• Bolster your home 
security measures. With more 
car keys being stolen as a 
result of break-ins, consider 
reviewing your home security 
to include a burglar alarm, 
window locks, a bolted-down 
domestic safe, and light 
timers. 

• Drive with your doors 
locked. To reduce your risk of 
being a victim of a car jacking 
incident, keep all of your 
doors locked when driving 
your vehicle - especially when 
in slow moving traffic or town 
driving. 

• Carry your car keys 
securely. Don’t carry your car 
keys in a trouser pocket. Use a 
zipped jacket pocket or a neck 
chain. If using a handbag, put 
keys on an inside key clip if 
possible, zip or fasten your 
bag securely at all times, and 
carry it close to your body 
using a diagonal strap if 
possible.
